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DINNERS FOR THE WORKING CLASSES. 
ALTHOUGH an exclusive and meticulous “patronage” of the 
working classes, in teaching them how to live and what to live 
upon, has been recently, and with some show of reason, depre- 
cated as productive only of irritation in the first instance, and 


at last of resentment and 
disgust, among the very 
persons whom such “ pa- 
tronage” is designed to 
benefit, it would be idle 
to deny that in the one 
article of succulent and 
nourishing food a de- 
plorable amount of igno- 
rance prevails among 
those who stand most in 
need of abundant and 
wholesome sustenance, 
We are not prepared to 
maintain that a system 
of culinary education 
much superior in degree 
is to be found in the 
middle or even in the 
upper ranks of the com- 
munity. Scarcely one 
person in ten thousand 
really consumes the right 
thing in the right place, 
or entertains rational 
ideas of what he should 
“eat, drink, and avoid.” 
The affiuent begin their 
dinner with swallowing 
melted butter in the form 
of “white soup,” and 
end it with cream ice, 
and then wonder the 
next morning that they 
suffer from heartburn, 
With a commendable de- 
sire to avoid the tabular 
excesses which disgraced 
the last century, they sip 
claret or iced seltzer 
water at the moment 
when the stomach is least 
prepared for the recep- 
tion of such beverages, 
and are then astounded 
at being martyrs to dys- 
pepsia, Some medical 
men disdain to be con- 
sidered as colleagnes of 
the cook, while other 
doctors differ fiercely as 
to diet, But with the 
working man—whose sto- 
mach is in good condition, 
whose digestion is unim- 
paired, and whose taste 
is not so elegantly de- 
praved as to make him 
think melon with roast 
lamb orthodox, and sar- 
dines or cod-sounds before 
dinner a luxury — the 
chief culinary difficulty 
is to get anything like 
good. food, properly 
cooked, and at a cheap 
rate, The English work- 
man, with much higher 
wages, is infinitely worse 
fed than the French

summing up the corporeal 
pabulum of the British 
workman, it is necessary 
to inquire what he can 
procure to eat in his own 
home and what out of 
doors. We will take the 
last first. If he choose to 
be his own purveyor he 
may go to a low-class 
butcher’s and buy a piece 
of steak, or to the cheese- 
monger’s and obtain a 
slice of bacon, or to the 
porkbutcher’s and pre- 
vide himself with half a 
pound of pork or beef 
sausages, These aliments 
he takes, raw, to the 
tavern which is his house 
of call. There, for a 
trifling fee, he has the 
freedom of the taproom, 
the use of a fryingpan or 
gridiron, the salt-box, the 
pepper-castor, and the 
mustard-pot. Here, too, 
he is expected to drink 
his beer for “ the good of 
the house,” and here he 
may smoke his pipe. He 
cooks his food — steak, 
bacon, or sausages,— 
as clumsily or as deftly 
as may be; and he 
dines without a table- 
cloth, without attendance, 
and in the midst of an 
atmosphere of tobacco- 
smoke, We will say no- 
thing of the incitements 
to idleness, drunkenness, 
and gaming which are to 
be found at the “house 
of call" — chance com- 
panions, loose converse, 
perilous facilities of 
credit for ardent liquors, 
cribbage and bagatelle- 
boards, and the like— 
because the majority of 
workmen are steady and 
industrious, and would as 
soon think of robbing 
their masters as of over- 
staying their dinner-hour. 
But the bare and un- 
comfortable meal remains 
unchanged ; of vegetables 
or pudding the workman 
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hot weather the salad and cucumbers exposed on the street 
stalls may make his mouth water ; but undressed salad is not | 
very nice, and the publican would stare if he were asked for | 
il, vinegar, and a hard-boiled egg. Now, let us suppose that | 
the workman dislikes public-houses, and elects to dine at a 
cookshop. There are hundreds of these eatablishments in the 
poorer districts of London, where a variety of roast and 
boiled meats, vegetables, puddings, tarta, and even hashes and 
soups, are dispensed at rates varying from fourpence for 
a portion of animal food to a penny a plate for greens, 
potatoes, or pudding. At all events, a workman can dine 
at a cookshop, including half a pint of beer sold on the 
premises, for sevenpence, Then, again, there are numerous 
places specially affected to the sale of alamode beef—a very 
savoury, glutinous stew—and of leg-of-beef soup, sold in three- | 
penny, fourpenny, and sixpenny basins. There are other shops 
driving a large trade solely in “ penn’orths” of suet, currant, | 
and baked Yorkshire pudding. The chief objections, however, 
against all these shops lie in their being dirtier and more 
nneomfortable than public-houses,—in the scantiness of sitting 
aecommodation,—in the inferior quality of the provisions and 
the mediocrity of the cooking. One pervading flavour, that of 
pork gravy, is omnipresent both in meat, vegetables, and pnd- 
ding; and the odour of the joints soddening in their pans is 
more sickening than that of the tobacco fumes at the public- | 
house, Let us now follow the workman to his home, Ilis case | 
here is even worse than out of doors, The chances area hundred | 
to one against his wife being able to cook at all. It is almost 
inecnceivable, but it is nevertheless notorious, that, although a 
vast proportion of the wives of workmen have been in domestic 
service, the number is comparatively infinitesimal of those who 
can even boil a potato or broil a steak, Al the schools and 
arylume, the orphanagts and refuges where poor girls are edu- 
eated, seem powerless to turn out commonly decent cooks, Tae 
ehildren of the working man live chietly on bread and butter or 
ill-made puddings, On the one day of the week on which, as a | 
rule, the breadwinner dines at home—Sunday—there is one 
staple and almost unvarying piéce de résistance. A bit of beef— | 
flank, or the tops of the ribs—has been bought at the butcher's. 
This is crammed into a dish with some half-scraped potatoes or 
lumpy batter beneath it, and sent to the bakehouse, The result 
is that the workman grows as nauseated with incessant baked 
beef as the soldier used to sicken upon the same aliment boiled.

There is an old axiom to the effect that “ Beef makes boys ;” |

answer, by capital. But will capitalists invest their fands in 
such a channel? Wereply, why not? In the lowest, filthiest, 
most poverty-stricken districts of London capitalists are every 
day found ready to lay out thonsands of pounds in the erections 
of temples dedicated to the worship of Bacchus. Plate glass, 
Corinthian columns, panelled ceilings, gilding, arabesque, 
mahogany, rosewood, chandeliers, and enamelled tiles are not 
spared. The gin palaces of London are splendid, if tasteless ; 
and on the sale of what do they subsist do and their proprictors 
realise large fortanes? On penny rations of intoxicating 
liquors, on half-pints of porter and pennyworths of gin. The 
poor flock to them, not only because they can procure stimn- 
lants, but because the houses where those stimulants are retailed 
are spacious, comfortable, handsome, and brilliantly lighted. 
The existing cookshops are narrow, ill-ventilated, dirty, and com- 
paratively dear. The reason is obvious: their proprietors are 
mainly persons of small capital, or of no capital at all. They 
buy at a dear rate, and they are obliged to sell at a dear one,

WAR NEWs, 

The Charleston Mercury says that Fort Sumter, although somewhat 
pitted, is as strongasever. It is estimated that the Federals fired 
eighty shote, forty of which struck the fort. No one was killed in it. 

The Federal ironclads sailed from Charleston, southward, on the 
12th ult. General Beauregard has issued a congratulatory address to 
the troops on the result of the engagement of the 7th. ; 

From North Carolina there is nothing decisive. A steamer, con- 
taining one regiment and supplics, had reached General Foster, at 
Washington, on the 4th, 

The Confederates, under General Longstreet, continue te invast 
Suffolk, where the Federals are fortitying themselves. Heavy skir- 
mishing occurs daily. The Confederates have attempted to out off 
the Federals’ communication with Norfolk. 

A corps of 15,000 Confederates, under Van Dorn, had attacked 
Franklin, Tennessee, and is reported to have been repuleed with a 
loss of 300 men. 

Southern reports state that Admiral Farragut was near the Red 
River, between two batteries, unable to pass either of them. 

Southern despatches from Vicksburg to the 10th ult. state that 
there aie sufficient supplies there to last the garrison for two years. 
It is fortified by 225 cannon. At present it is held by not more than 
5000 troops, but, in case of attack, reinforcements can be had. The 
Confederates are making preparations on the Red River. 

A Federal ironclad was abandoned and destroyed at the mou‘h of 
the Annite River, Louisiana. 

The Federals have undertaken an oxpedition up the Coldwater 
River, in the northern part of the State of Mississippi. Fifty-three 
gun- boats take part in it. 

General Corcoran, of the Irish Brigade, has shot Colonel Kimball, 
a native American, dead, because the latter attemptod to prevent 
General Corcoran from passing the pickets. This eyont has eaused 
great excitement in the army. 

THE CONFEDERATE STATES. 

In compliance with a request of Congress, Prosident Davis has 
issued an address to the people of the Southern States. He says 
that the greatest danger to the Southern cause is the general planting 
of cotton and tobacco instead of grain, beans, peas, potatoes, and 
other food for man and beast. The addroes concludes as fullows:— 
‘Entertaining no fear that the people will misconstrue the motives 
of this address, or fail to ond the call of patriotism, I place 
the facts fully and frankly belore the people. Thore is little doubt 
that, if the people unite in doing their duty, the sovereignty and 
ind dence of the Confederate States will be maintained.’’ 

A large number of steamers and sailing-vessels continue to arrive 
at Naseau from Southern ports, or gain entrance inte Charleston.

federates have fairly beaten the fleet of the North. We would 
meet them in a similar spirit, by saying that (apart from the 
fact that the terrible swagger with which the certain destruc- 
tion of Charleston was announced has been most sadly rebuked) 
there is nothing to be ashamed of in the repulse that has been 
sustained, The South had done everything that science could 
suggest to make the harbour impregnable, and the advantages 
were chiefly on the Confederate side, The fire of the defenders 
was awful, and yet but one vessel was sunk and one placed 
hors de combat, and the Northern commander effected a safe 
retreat with the others, A “safe retreat” is, to judge by the 
history of the war, the height of the ambition of Federal land 
captains ; and the Federal sea captains, who have occasionally 
done much more, are not to be assailed for having simply kept 
up to the standard of Union successes, It behoves us at home to 
study this conflict with reference to more important considera- 
tions than the reputation of American leadefs ; but into this 
part of the business we do not propose to enter at present.

| engraved ivory medallions of English poets, the whole making a series of eight— 

viz., Chaucer, Spenser, Shakspeare, Milton, Dryden, Moore, Scott, and Byron. 

On an elegant inlaid table, a perfect chef-d’ceuvre of its kind, are medallions 

illustrative of the arts and sciences. The chandeliers in this room are the 

| most beautiful works of the kind which we bave seen. There are three of 
them, the centre one somewhat larger than the two others. They are Venetian 
in style, the centre composed of about 5000 drops. At the top of each chan- 
delier is a crystal globe, surrounded by floral ornaments and a band of rosettes 
in glass. Below this are streamers of glass, which droop over in most 
graceful and elegant forms. From the next stage there rise pointed turrets 
in prisms of richly-cut glass. The lower part, in which the candles are 
ranged, has a profusion of lapidary cut pieces, which glitter in the daytime 
with all the colours of gems, and at night have a remarkably fine effect. From 
these carefully cut and polished pieces there hang graceful festoons of smaller 
jets, which carry elegantly cut globes, each of which sparkles almost with 
the radiance of the Koh-i-noor. The dining-room is also a noble and spacious 
apartment, about 50ft. by 25ft. The sideboard is a magnificent piece 
of work. It is ornamented with the arms of England and Denmark, taste- 
fully carved with fruits and flowers, and enriched with gold. The curtains 
are crimson, green, and gold. The chandelier is of ormoulu, with exquisite 
porcelain centre, of Minton’s manufacture, The arrangement of the rooms is 
admirably adapted for State receptions. It may be satisfactory to know that, 
in the furnishing and decorations of the State apartments of Marlborough 

House, English art and English manufactures have been duly patronised by 

the Prince. Spitalfields and Manchester have supplied the silk and damask, 

and Wilton the Axminster carpets, while the furniture has been made entirely 
in London workshops. 








THE QUAYS OF PARIS.—No. II. 
Iy this day’s Impression we continue the series commenced in the 
number of the IniustraTEp Lonpon News for Aug. 17, 1861. Our 
present Illustrations comprise the central portion of the quays of Paris, 
the heart and origin of that now great capital. The P of Justice 
was the first palace (under th hitectural form, however) of 
the Gallic Sovereigns. We are here in the so-called island of the 
city, the primitive Paris ; and even nowadays the ceremonial pageants 
conn with the administration of law and religion continue to 
haunt the island nucleus of what has since become one of the greatest 
of European Powers. In a historical point of view, this section of 
Paris is the richest on account of its antiquity, many marks of which 


remain. 
Looking from left to right across our first Engraving, we 
find abundant traces of ancient and modern architecture. The 
Tribunal of Commerce is of to-day—nay, is still in course 
of construction on the site of what was formerly one of the 
leasantest lounges in Paris, the Quai aux Fleurs, or Flower-market 
uay, a favourite resort for all classes of Parisians, who are 
remarkable for their love of flowers. The bridge facing us 
is also new, connecting the island with the main land, which 
stretches away on its broad course over the noble Boulevard 
of Sebastopol. But parts of the Palace of Justice and the 
Sainte-Chapelle are very old, and bear the stamp of their age, 
notwithstanding the frequent repairs they have undergone. Then 
again, looking westward, we catch a glimpse, at the end of the Quai 
de la Mégisserie, of a part of the Old Louvre, completed under the 
Imperial Government of Napoleon III. by the addition of the New 
Louvre, each portion worthy of the other, though constructed at 
such widely-separated intervals—each also a monument of its period ; 
for, whereas the Old Louvre required some centuries for its completion, 
the New Louvre, although more extensive, was terminated in less 
than five years from its commencement.

2. The Sainte-Chapelle-—The Sainte-Chapelle is one of the 
smallest of the religious edifices in Paris, but it is at the same time 
one of the most beautiful. This fine monument dates from the 
Middle Age (Louis [X.). Since the Great Revolution Divine service 















has not been cele! within its walls, and it had for some time 
become the receptacle for the judicial archives. It has, however, 
recently undergone a complete restoration.

3. La Vallée.—The old market called La Vallée has long been the 
place for the sale of the live and dead poultry consumed in the French 
capital. It is a low, covered building, ges A several arched gate- 
ways. The business of this market will shortly be removed to the 
Halles Centrales, where a pavilion is being prepared expressly for the 
sale of poultry. 

4. The Mint.—The principal facade of the Paris Mint looks on to 
the Quay Conti, which has the honour of possessing the Institute 
of France. The present building dates from 1775; it was constructed 
by Jaques Antoine, an eminent architect of that period. It is of a 
severely regular style, is 130 yards long on the front opposite the 
river, and consists of three stories, each of which has twenty-seven 
epenings on the grand facade. The Mint of Paris is the seat of the 
monetary commission, under the authority of which are placed the 
few subordinate Mints still existing in the French Empire.

The missionaries 
were accompanied by a number 
of intelligent artisans, under 
whose instruction many of the 
Malagasy youth were trained 
to be carpenters, builders, 
tanners, curriers, shoemakers, 
&o. But, upon the death of 
the enlightened monarch 
Radama l1., in 1828, evil days 
were in store for Madagascar. 
The nephew whom he had 
nominated as his successor 
was assassinated, and his 
widow ascended the throne. 
For a time the schools and 
religious teaching of the 
missionaries were tolerated, 
but before long the policy of 
the Government underwent a 
change—the profession of the 
Christian religion was pro- 
hibited, and the native be- 
lievers barbarously persecuted. 
A collision, which occurred 
some years later between the 
native authorities and the 
French and English Govern- 
ments, had the effect of widen- 
ing the breach still more, and 
it was not until the death of 
the Queen and the accession 
to the = < her son, 
RadamaIL., inthespring of last 
year, that the coumtuy benupie 
again opened to the old in- 
fluences of religion and civil- 
isation. The new King had 
always been noted for his 
attachment to European 
habits; and both England and 
France hastened to acknow- 
ledge him and to establish 
friendly relations with him. 
The King received his 
European visitors gladly and 
hospitably, and expressed the 
greatest desire to avail himself 
of the blessings of Christianity 
and education.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS, 


The will of Sir Duncan Macdougall, K.C.F., of Eaton-square, 
was proved in London on the 15th ult. by his daughter, Miss Anne Duncan 
Macdougall, the sole acting executrix ; a power being reserved to the other 
executors appointed by the will—namely, Lady Macdougall, the relict ; Miss 
Elizabeth Macdongall, the sister; Leonard Macdougall, Esq., the son; 
Alexander H. Macdougall, Esq.; the Rev. G. Matthias; and the Rev. G. D. 
Matthias. The testater, Sir Duncan, was formerly Lieutenant-Colonel com- 
manding her Majesty’s 79th Regiment of Highlanders, having entered the 
Army in 1804, and served with honour and distinction in regiments and on the 
Staff in Spain, Portugal, France, America, Canada, the Cape of Good Hope, 
and the West Indies. The family trace descent in a direct line from Someried, 
Prince of the Western Islands and Islands of Scotland. Sir Duncan attained 
the age of seventy-two, and executed his will in 1860, and a codicil in 1861. 
To Lady Macdongall, his relict, he leaves certain property in England and 
Canada for her life. The remainder of his estate and effects over which he 
had the power of disposition he bequeaths in certain proportions between his 
daughter, Miss Anne Macdougall, and his sister, Miss Elizabeth Macdougall. 
His son and heir, Colonel Macdougall (who married a daughter of Lieutenant- 
General Sir W. Napier, K.C.B.), being, as stated in the will, amply provided 
for, the testator simply bequeaths to him a valuable — to him

METROPOLITAN TURNPIKE RoADs.—It appears from the 
37th report of the commissioners of these roads, issued last Saturday, that the 
receipts from tolls on the metropolitan roads during the year were 
£67 684 6s. 7d., and the receipts from all sources, £738,103 14s. 7d. The expendi- 
ture during the same period was £75,595 14s. 1d. A bill is now before Parliament, 
which, if passed, will transfer from the commission to the ve parishes 
the maintenance of 51 miles of road, and cause the removal of 26 turnpike- 
gates and of 56 sidebars. The bill also vides for a rearrangement in 
tricts of the roads which will remain w the charge of the commissioners 
after the Ist of July, 1864, and for a new scale of tolls adapted tothe existing 
traffic, the nature of which, by the introduction of railways, has been entirely 
altered from that which prevailed in 1829, when the present scale was estab- 
lished.

well known to print-collectors of the last century; his business 
was continued by his son, who died about 1813, when the large stock 
of prints was sold by auction. The house had a large window pro- 
jecting over Villiers-street. Another old house removed was No. 23 
(Yeates, the confectioner’s), with a wooden front, which must have 
been built in the seventeenth century. 

Some interesting relics were found during the excavations for the 
Metropolitan Railway, in the neighbourhood of the Fleet Ditch, 
including coins of the reigns of He VIIL., Mary, Elizabeth, 
James I., Charles I., and James II. ; the Sovereign, or sceptre unit of 
James; a coin of tin, struck by James II. for America; also several 
halfpence and farthings of the same metal, with copper plugs in the 
centre; numerous leaden pieces impressed with trade devices, 
merchant’s marks, &c. ; a number of spoons and keys of various dates, 
one spoon marked 1598. There were also found articles in leather, 
comprising jerkins, collars, and shoes, from Henry VIII. to James I., 
many decorated and slashed according to the then prevailing fashion ; 
likewise sheaths of daggers and girdle-knives, with many notable 
varieties of the ink-horn. These relics have been exhibited 
te the London, Middlesex, and Surrey Archwological Societies, when 
Mr. Butterworth, the chairman of the meeting, remarked u the 
condition of the articles as evidence of the preservative qualities of 
the river mud of the Fleet. 

Mr. Tite has read to the Society of Antiquaries a paper descriptive of 
the remains of a Roman room, recently discovered on the site of the 
portico of the East India House, in Leadenhall-street, and noticed in 
our Number of Feb. 21. Mr. Tite described the room to have been 
about 16 ft. square ; the walls built of Koman bricks and rubble; the 
floor paved with good red , but without any ornamental 
pattern; the wails plastered and coloured in fresco of an agreeable tint, 
and decorated with red lines and bands. Mr. Tite is of opinion that 
this room was attached to the atrium of a large house, of which, near 
the same spot, the large and highly ornamented pavement was dis- 
covered in 1804, to which we have already erred. Mr. Tite 
illustrated his account with fifteen other pavements of the same kind, 
which had been found in the City from the year 1680 downwards. 
The paper was also explained by plans and sections of some beautiful 
drawings of the Roman antiquities, found on the site of the Royal 
Exehange in 1841.

Its great Temple of the Sun, its innumerable columns and other 
ruins—all comprised in this drawing—extend nearly a mile and a 
half. Still we see the dark, plumed palms, which gave the city its 
names both of Tadmor and Palmyra, growing beside the white 
columns. We may remark, however, that, imposing as is the city 
from the rather distant point of sight chosen, there is little to repay 
a nearer view. Few of the remains are remarkable for beauty, 
and there is great sameness in the architecture. 

In some earlier works by this artist we have remarked the tendency 
to exaggeration of colour and effect characteristic of a fervid, earnest 
nature; but we should be slow to charge this drawing with anything 
of the kind. The intense and poetical sunset glow suffusing the 
whole middle distance, and deepening into smouldering purple among 
the far-off hills, may seem strange and melodramatic to our unac- 
customed eyes ; but from all we read of such effects in the desert it 
must be true to the facts. It is, indeed, we suspect, within the 
truth.
